Makes the Leap, Bnt is Carried 


Ashore Dead. 


Some Account of His Past History—A 


Varied Experience and Check- 


ered Career. 


New YORK, May 20.—Professor R. E. 


Odium arrived In this city from Wash- 
ington ou Friday last to perfect arrange- 
ments Ior Ills contemplated jump from 
the East Elver Bridge In East River. 
Wbcii seen yesterday by a. reporter at 
Captaiu Boyton's place in West Twenty- 
ninth street, he said: 
' "I propose to jump from the bridge, 
notwithstanding the statement of the 
bridge o/llcials tlmt tliey will prevent me. 
I nm conildent the leat can be performed 
•without mishap, and I can assure the 
public 
that 
I 
am as 
jealous ol 


my personal safety as a man well can be. 
I have carefully taken Into consideration 
every detail In connection with the un- 
dertaking, and tho more I study the Urmei 
I am convinced of its feasibility. 
The 


height of the bridge Is HO feet, being but 
thirty feet higher than the jump I made 
in 1883 at Marshall Hall, on the Potomac, 
which, in ray opinion, was far more daa- 
{icrous than my proposed jump from the 
East Kiver bridge. Iu jumping I will 
be attiied in a clone-fitting jersey, waist 
:uid trunks, aud will step off with tho 
left foot ilrst and strike the water with 
both feet close together. 
My friends 


will be iu a boat below tho bridge and 
•will signal me when the river is clear of 
bouts, so there will be no danger of land- 
ing on the upper deck of a ferry boat or 
Sound steamer. 
Captain Boy ton will 


also be in the water attired in his nautical 
rig to render me assistance should It be 
mi'iiii'il." 


A lew miuutes after six o'clock last 


evening the Professor jumped from near 
t'io center of tbe 
bridge, and after 


striking the water disappeared for a 
few seconds. On reappearing at the sur- 
laco of the water he seemed to be uucon- 
.s'jioiis, and was carried some distance by 
the tido. 


Captaiu Roe of the tug boat Chas. 


Rniiyau, vi ho witnessed tho act, suc- 
ceeded with some difficulty In icachiug 
the body and took it to Pier II East 
liivur, where it was taken charge of by 
his friends. 
The act was witnessed by 


hundreds of people who were crossing 
the bridge, anil at ilrst it was thought to 
be a case of suicide. 


\Vheu the body of the Professor was 


landed at the dock pier 11, it was found 
that 
life had expired. 
Captain Hoc 


stated that Odium was alive when taken 
from.lhe water, but died before reaching 
the pier. 
At the request of the dead 


man's friends, the body was icmoved to 
470 Pearl street, where Coroner Kennedy 
will hold an inquest to-day.

Jackson came to Decatur a 
few days before the murder from Clay 
county, 111. He next went to Clintom 
where he left his wife, and* went to 
Bloomington to seek a girl whom be had 
been intimate with. He went to Danvers 
drunk to find one Chester McCallnm, of 
whom he wae jealous, and shot the Parrs 
while he was negotiating with them to 
drive him to MoCallum'e residence. Jack- 
son heard the verdict of the jury with 
stolid composure. If he is hanged it will 
be the first legal execution in McLean 
county, the lynching of Pierce in 1882 
being the only banging of any kind ever 
done in that county.
